Philip Burgess, consulting hydraulic 
engineer of Columbus, who investigat­ 
ed the situation here for the city ex­ 
plained the technical side of the ques­ 
tion and tile advantages of the (level- 
opmenl of a new water suppTy at Old 
Town. 
The building of such a plant 
w ould have the advantage of trar s- 
portation and power 
facilities 
and 
there would he plenty of water, it was 
explained by tin* engineer. 
Mr. Burgess also explained the econ­ 
omic advantages to he gained under 
the municipal ownership. 
It was ex­ 
plained that the 
city 
can 
borrow 
money at .‘I per cent less than a pri­ 
vate corporation. 
Another one per 
cent saving is caused by the fact that 
the city would not have to pay taxes- 
making the total saving 4 per cent. 
Besides this if the city develops a new’ 
supply at Old Town it will be paying 
for the operation of only one plant 
instead of two, as the Xenia Water 
Company is now doing, which would 
occasion another saving. 
‘‘If the city takes the plant and 
operates it as at present there would 
he a saving of $11,000,” explained Mr. 
Burgess, “and if the city develops a 
new supply at Old Town, which will 
have to he done anyway, there will be 
a saving of $11,000 additional. 
Auctin M. Patterson, who was 
in 
charge of the 
meeting 
introduced 
State 
Fire Marshall Fleming, 
who 
spoke of the enormous proposition in 
this country to save part of the huge 
h akage from fire losses. 
“ It costs the Unite*? States $1,400 
every minute,” said 
Mr. 
Fleming,, 
and it costs $.17,000 more in one year 
than the entire educational service of 
the country and $7(5-000 more a year 
than the entire postal service of the 
United States, 
in two years the fire 
losses are enough to pay for tile entire 
Panama canal.” 
“The insurance rate is fixed on a 
basis of the hazard of the town and 
the amount of protection 
afforded,” 
said Mr. Fleming. “Ohio was the first 
state- to have a fire prevention union, 
a state fire marshal, a building code or 
a safe and sane Fourth of July and it 
has reduced its fire loss from $15,000,- 
000 to $5,000,000 in the 
last 
two 
years.” 
“ I am vitally interested In munici­ 
pally owned water plants,” said the 
fire marshall. 
‘‘My home is in Cleve­ 
land, where all you pay for the water 
i.-> for the convenience of 
having it 
piped into your house. 
Xenia is a 
third class town in insurance rates. 
Your present water supply is absolute* 
ly unfit to take care of your present 
needs and you will have to increase 
your supply or you an* going to lose 
your insurance rate.”

brings? 
home the fact of the need of a good, 
pure supply of water,” he said. ‘‘For 
your own good you should take this 
plant over and put in a new supply.

Frank Hurley, when called on by the 
chairman, said that the citizens

Xenia had elected u city commission 
and a city manager to advise them on 
such matters and that he had faith in 
Tie officials to do the right thing in 
‘ he matter. 
City Solicitor Finney was also called 
sn as was Dr. B. R. McClellan- who 
ended the meeting.

Pittsburgh, Pa., Sept. 23—Attended by spor­ 
adic outbreaks of disorder, the big steel strike 
swung into the second phase today with the iron 
and steel industries partly paralyzed. 
Returns from the affected districts showed 
that while the immediate Pittsburgh district con­ 
tinued operations, other centers were seriously 
crippled and in many cases forced to shut down 
completely by the walkouts of the laborers. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Sept. 23—After a night of in­ 
cipient rioting in half dozen places in the Pitts­ 
burgh district, during which two persons were 
killed and

wounds, the situation in the strike areas was re­ 
ported quiet this morning. 
State troops, reinforced by special police and 
deputies, were everywhere in evidence in the mill 
towns, patrolling the streets and preventing any^ 
thing which gave the appearance of crowds or 
congestion about the mill entrances or in the 
streets.
